_ You have requested the advice of 
this office on the following questions relating to the Indus- 
trial Park Authoritys 


1. Has the Authority tho right to sell property 
4t 4mproves held in its namo diroctly to a purchaser? 


2. Has the Authority the right to obligate itself 
to a roaltor for a commission for sellin; such property? 


Both of the above questions are ans- 
wered in tho affirmative. Under the provisions of chapter 254,. 
Laws of 1955, the Industrial Park Authority may develop, con- 
struct facilities, acquire, hold and dispose of both real and 
personal property for the purposes outlined in tho chaptor. The 
4dea bohind the establishment of the Authority is the dovelop- 
ment of industry end areas suitable for industry. Such develop- 
ment must also include tho disposal of property and rights con- 
structed or acquired by the Authority to private purchasers. 


The statute further provides that in 
order to dispose of such projects once constructed or acquired, 
the Authority may include es a "cost of project” such costs as 
are necessary to "place the same in opcration". It is our opinion 
that a standard commission tc a realtor 18 a proper cost of project. 


I am forwarding to you under separate 
cover an acceptable paragraph to be used in presenting plans and 
specifications to realtors so that the Authority will be proteoted.
